Washington, Sept. 15 <£">— The 


\var in Europe appeared today to 
have brought President Roosevelt 
nearer a reconciliation with some 
Senate critics of his policies than 
at any time since many of them 
rebelled against his proposal to 
reorganize the supreme court in 
1937. 


At the same time an adminis- 


tration supporter, C h a i r m a n 
Bloom CD., N. Y.) of the House 
foreign affairs committee told re- 
porters that the conflict had al- 
ready assured House passage of 
the President's proposal to repeal 
the embargo against arms ship- 
ments to warring nations. 


Bloom said a poll of 63 House 


Democrats, who voted against out- 
right repeal at the last session of 
congress 
showed 
more 
than 


enough had changed their minds 
to change the verdict at the spec- 
ial session beginning next Thurs- 
day. 


Although there were signs of 


improving relations between Mr. 
Roosevelt and some critics, there 
was speculation as to whether 
relations between him and Sena- 
tor Borah (R., Idaho) would suf- 
fer from the letter's leadership 
of those opposing repeal. 


Borah criticized the President's 


program to revise the neutrality 
act in a radio address last night, 
saying: 


"When we couple repeaj, with 


the announced and declared pro- 
gram of furnishing arms and 
munitions to one side and with- 
holding them from the other, such 
a program will unquestionably 
constitute 
intervention in 
the 


present conflict in Europe." 


Mr. Roosevelt is obviously eager 


to unify as much of congress as 
possible behind his program. Re- 
cently he has made friendly ges- 
tures to three powerful Demo- 
cratic senators who have at times 
opposed his policies— Harrison of 
Mississippi, Glass of Virginia and 
George of Georgia. The latter was 
one of those who voted with a 
majority of the foreign relations 
committee last July to postpone 
action on neutrality legislation. 


While there has been no public 


reaction from George, both Har- 
rison and Glass indicated a will- 
ingness to let bygones be by- 
gones. 


Politics Adjourned 


There were indications, howev- 


er, that some Republicans were 
chary of accepting at its face 
value any announcement that pol- 
itics would be adjourned.

Arthur F. Ballou and George T. 


Bennett, representatives of the 
National ' Board of Fire Under- 
writers, are now in Kingston mak- 
ing a survey of the improvements 
in the city's water system, fire 
and other departments at the re- 
quest of Mayor C. J. Heiselman, 
who is seeking a reduction in fire 
insurance rates in this city. 


On August 16, the mayor wrote 


to the fire underwriters requesting 
that Kingston be granted a lower 
basic rate for fire insurance which 
would decrease the 
amount of 


premiums paid on all insurance 
policies in the city. 


The mayor based his request on 


the many improvements that had 
been made in Kingston's fire de- 
partment, as well as in the board 
of public works and the police de- 
partment, and also to the fact 
that new water mains had been 
laid in various sections of the city, 
and some of the sections that had 
never had city water were now 
being supplied. 


Several weeks ago the mayor 


received a reply to his communi- 
cation stating that the fire under- 
writers would send engineers to 
Kingston to make a survey to see 
whether a reduction in the basic 
rate of fire insurance was justi- 
fied. 


It is expected that Messrs Bal- 


lou and Bennett will be in Kings- 
ton several weeks making the sur- 
vey.

THE SPECIAL SESSION 


European War developments, particularly 


submarine operations and the sinking of the 
liner Athenia and various other ships, were 
described 
officially today as influencing 


President Roosevelt to call the special ses- 
sion of Congress on September 21. And it is 
Jikely 
that 
these same matters 
have 


prompted the President to call leaders of 
both parties to meet with him in Washington 
on the day before Congress convenes. 


Presumably the President will place at the 


disposal of the party leaders the information 
he has collected through diplomatic channels 
of the Stale Department. Under this pro- 
cedure the leaders should know the situation 
and realize the needs of the country when 
the debate is opened. This method should 
help in making the discussions as nearly non- 
par) isan as humanly possible and result In 
legislation for the best interests of the Ameri- 
can people. 


The administration firmly believes that we 


should sell arms and anything else to war- 
ring powers on a cash-and-carry basis, to be 
transported in their own ships. The principal 
conflict between White House and Congress 
last session was caused by this. The isola- 
tionists won and the embargo was retained. 
Up to the very moment when Europe went 
to war, isolationists' feeling was apparently 
on the increase. But in these tragic and 
stirring times change in sentiment can and 
does come with lightning-like rapidity. Late 
information indicates that a number of sena- 
tors and representatives who opposed the 
Roosevelt-Hull plan have now changed their 
position. The vote was extremely close when 
the bill came to the floor last session, and it 
is possible that the cash-and-carry plan now 
has a majority. 


Theoretically, the cash-and-carry system is 


a neutral one—any nation can come to our 
shores, get what it wants and take it home. 
In actual fact, as everyone knows, it would 
be of immense aid to the democracies with 
England dominating the seas and the trade 
lanes. British warships, in the view of mili- 
tary experts, will make it possible for the 
allies to carry on trade with this country on 
a near normal basis. Any German ship seek- 
ing to make a run here and back would face 
almost certain destruction or capture. 


There is one less favorable phase of the 


cash-and-carry plan so far as the British and 
French are concerned—and that lies in the 
belief held by a number of qualified men 
ihut \ve will be able to give the democracies 


) datively few military supplies—that our 
d\\n requirement program will swallow prac- 
1 ically all the arms and munitions and planes 
\ve can produce. That remains to be seen. 


STATE WITHHOLDS CONSENT 


It is unfortunate that the State Health De- 


partment at this time is withholding consent 
for the construction of needed sewers in 
Kingston because the city does not feel it is 
Jinancially able 1o erect a sewage disposal 
plant at an estimated cost of $400,000. 


Kingston, however, is not the only Hudson 


River city that is experiencing difficulty with 
the State Health Department for Poughkeep- 
sic and Newburgh, who have been directed to 
construct plants, are also finding themselves 
financially unable to do so. 


Efforts to have the state department order 


extended for a period of ten years failed, and 
under the provisions of the original order of 
the state department it was required that 
Kingston file completed plans for a proposed 
plant in July which was not done. 


Many new sewers have been constructed 


in Kingston as well as old sewers replaced 
under the local WPA program, but according 
to the announcement made at the public 
v. orks board meeting, the local program for 
(ontinued construction work, has been held 


end yean to build on the present moderate 
scale of costs, and those who act promptly 
will benefit by their foresight." 


It would be a mistake to take this as a 


mere business-boosting 
statement. Many 


things point toward higher building costs, 
especially the European war with its unpre- 
dictable scope and duration. It seems now 
that, in one way and another, that war is 
sure to have a generally stimulating effect 
on American business. 


The business man quoted believes things 


are moving fast, that our country has al- 
ready entered an economic phase which came 
much later in the last war. He foresees busi- 
ness stimulus, re-employed labor and rising 
incomes and purchasing power which will 
make rents higher and homes more in de- 
mand. 


The logical result of such a situation, he 


thinks, will be a hurry to build which will 
make it hard to keep costs at a reasonable 
level.

FALSE ALARMS IN HEART DISEASE 


Gone are the days when a heart murmur 


alarms the physician and in most cases the patient 
also. Yet, during the early part of the Great War 
ecruits with a heart murmur were rejected, as 
were also those who did not have "perfect" vision 
n both eyes. A heart with a slight leak and eye- 
sight that can observe features or colors at a rea- 
sonable distance give no cause for concern. 


However, now that heart murmurs cause no 


alarm, pain in the heart region does cause alarm 
and not without reason as angina pcctons and 
coronary thrombosis both cause pain at or near the 


CaThat there are many false alarms in heart dis- 
ease was reported some weeks ago in Hygeia, the 
health magazine, by Dr. Ernst P. Boas, New York. 
Dr Boas states that in many instances such condi- 
tions as heart murmurs and pain in heart region, 
dreaded symptoms of heart disease, may mean very 
little to one's health. In other instances while the 
health may be affected, other organs than the 
heart are responsible. And even when there is true 
heart disease, it is often not so serious as many 
persons suppose. 
The so-called heart murmur may be a true heart 


murmur due to a leaking valve or it may not arise 
in the heart at all. "If the murmur is not due to 
organic heart disease it is a factor of less import- 
ance in his life than whether his hair is dark or 
blonde, whether he is tall or short." Even if due to 
a leaking valve, if the heart muscle is doing its 
work, the murmur is not important. 


What about heart pains? Dr. Boas points out 


that while pain in heart region may mean true 
heart disease, many disorders of the chest may 
cause pain. "Often the discovery that the pain has 
nothing to do with the heart is often enough to 
make it disappear." 
I remember a case where the patient insisted 


on having three physicians in attendance at one 
time because of her heart disease, whereas the cause 
of the severe pain was neuralgia and myalgia (pain 
in nerves and muscles of the chest) in heart region. 
Neuralgia of nerves going to the heart can also 
cause pain over the heart. So also can gas pressure 
from stomach and intestines.

Washington, Sept 15—Exercis- 


ing the powers vested by the con 
stitution in the executive branch 
of the government to conduct the 
foreign relations of the United 
States, Secretary of State Hull 
has announced to all belligerent 
government* that America does 
not surrender neutral rights. 


This formal expression carries 


with it an important definition of 
American policy, because it means 
that, while Congress may legis- 
late to keep Americans from trav- 
eling on the high seas or may bar 
the shipment of certain goods des- 
tined to belligerent countries, this 
does not in any way give the na- 
vies of either the Nazis or the Al- 
lies the right to torpedo vessels 
without warning or to confiscate 
American property^ without • just 
proof that the goods are contra- 
band. 


The Hull statement became nec- 


essary in view of the misunder- 
standings abroad as between what 
is known as municipal or domestic 
law, on the one hand, and inter- 
national law. Congress may make 
rules for the conduct of our citi- 
zens, but this does not mean that 
foreign nations have the right to 
imperil the lives or the property 
of American citizens. 


This issue was the one on which 


America entered the war in 1937. 
Protests to foreign 
governments 


were unavailing and, despite re- 
peated messages to the German 
government, the submarines of the 
kaiser's -navy insisted on attack- 
ing without warning any and all 
vessels, whether they flew the 
American flag or any neutral flag. 


This correspondent pointed out 


last week that evidently Euro- 
pean governments were confusing 
our federal statutes with our 
rights under international law, and 
that American citizens had a right 
to collect damages and to obtain 
the support of their government in 
the diplomatic procedure necessa- 
ry to obtain payment for their 
claims.

plainly with large letters and flags

any considerable number of the 
members of Congress' should in- 
sist that America will never go 
to war again to defend any 
rights on the high seas—some- 
thing which has not yet crystal- 
lized as the American position. 


There are signs that the naval 


warfare and attempted blockade 
is growing in intensity, and that, 
in the very first days of the war, 
destruction of ships and cargoes 
on both sides is at a greater pace 
than was attained in the first year 
of the World War. Under the cir- 
cumstances, a definition of Amer- 
ican policy in communications to 
the British, French and Nazi gov- 
ernments becomes an essential 
step in protecting American trade - 
from unjust interference.

Creeping Zinnia 


Resists Drouth 


One of the best drouth resistant 


annual flowers is the sanvitalia, 
popularly known as the creeping j 
zinnia. 


It bears miniature flowers of 


golden yellow with dark purple 
centers, some single and double, 
on plants which spread over the 


j ground instead of growing up- 
right. 
The season of bloom is excep- 


tionally long, as flowering begins 
in June and continues until frost 
kills the plants. They must be 
planted in full sun, and do not 
need rich soil. 


The flowers are excellent sub- 


jects for arranging in bowls, and 
they are attractive in the bor- 
der. 


Majoram is one of the annual 


' garden herbs still popular. Dried 
i leaves are used for poultry dress- 


I ings. Sweet basil is. good for flavor- 
ing soups and stews. Both grow 
easily from seed. 


The quickest annual flower to 


bloom is leptosynestillmanii, which 
will bear flowers in five weeks 
from seed. The plant grows eigh- 
teen inches tall and the flowers 
are yellow daisies, borne for a 
long season. 


Perennial flower seed should be 


' included in the spring seed order 
and sown when the weather is 
cool and the soil moist. Germina- 
tion is then much better and the 
seedling plants have a long sea- 
son of favorable conditions for 
growth before being transplanted
